Improvement Into City 


This Sommer 


W ord was received here today that, 
as a result of the aggitation of Con­ 
gressman 
Esch, the 
Indian officials 
at Washington have made a decision, 
to the effect that the authorities of 
Jackson county 
will he obliged to 
care for a large number of old and 
destitute Winnebago Indians in that 
county. 
There are about 700 Winne- 
bagoes in the county, many of whom 
are aged and poverty stricken. 
The question was also raised by the 
representative, what power the fed­ 
eral government could exercise 
to 
stop the sale of liquor to these In­ 
dians. 
T h e Indian officials say 
the 
Winnehagos are citizens of the Lout­ 
ed States. 
That many of them have 
taken allotments »>f land and under 
decisions by the United 
States su­ 
preme court there is no federal law 
prohibiting the sale of liquor to In­ 
dian citizen's. 
The W innehagos have a tribal fund 
in the federal treasury, the interest 
upon which gives to each member of 
the tribe a small annuity. 
The Jack­ 
son county authorities 
have 
asked 
that a part of the tribal fund be used 
by the government to build a hospi­ 
tal to care for the poor and infirm 
W’innibagos. 
As such action would 
require the consent of each Indian, it 
is probable that the project cannot he 
carried out. 


Announcement is made by officials
